DR. COHALAN AND TWO GREAT CRIMES. 

Dr. Cohalan, Roman Catholic Dishop of Cork, 
preaching in the Cathedral in Cork yesterday, 
said that two great crimes had been committed 
in the city on Friday night. The first was the 
murdec of. a policeman, and he prayed that 
God might protect and succour his orphan chil 
dren. He had already condemned attacks on 
policoment, and he reiterated it now, and he 
made a strong appeal for the cessation of such 
attacks. Unfortunately, his appeal was not at- 
tended to. y had now to deplore the murder 
of a policeman on Pope's quay on Friday night. 
The Bishop then to refer to the shoot- 
ing of the Lord Mayor of Cork, and said that 
the whole country | received a turrible shock 
from that murder. , He had received a message 
from the Archbishop of Cashel sending his sin- 
cere sympathy in the sorrow which they in Cork 
must feel. All Munster was shocked at ihe ter- 
rible crime, and ail Ireland joined with Cork in 
its grief. The murder of the Lord Mayor was 
an unusual and awful crime against-the law of 
God and igainst the State. There were various 
theories about it, which he could not go into, and 
which nfight hé false or unréal, bat there should 
be no attempt at retaliation or reprisals on ac- 
count of this erime. Such retaliation and re- 
risals would be unlawful, and might be directed 
n error against individuals or a class of men 
wholly unconnected with the death of the Lord 
i The cause of Ireland could not be ad- 
vanced by crime. The only party tlfat derived 
advantage from the wave of crime in Treland 
was the party which had always refused, and 
was to-day refusing, Ireland. her freedom. He 
appealed to the people to help to restore an 
atmosphere of confidence and tranquillity, and. 
above all, a repugnance to crime, and to pre 
vent the calamity of retaliation and reprisals, 
which would only lead to an endless series of 
murders. . sai

Maurice K. Kinsella, M.A., delivered an ad- 
dress on “ Synge,” in the course of which he 
Am“ of hig work in drama, and pointed out 

& he wus one of the few dramatisis who 
had expressly Jaid down a theory of dramatio 
art. The theory was in three sections. First 
of all, drama did not teach; secondly, it shoul 
deal in variations from the ordinary types of 
manhood; and, thirdly, thet the language of 
the drama should be rich and copious. The 
lecturer also pointed out the resemblance be- 
tween Synge’s theory of the epee oe W ords- 
worth's theory of poetry, so that there was no- 
thing new im it, The frst ~ thing about hia 
drama was the marvellous sense of the require- 
mente of the theatre. His humour was everv- 
where wild and sardonic, *“‘ Riders to the Sea’ 
belonged to the same. Class of, drama as 
“Lear,” and was his finest work, “In the 
Shadow of the Glen ' coming next. As regarded 
his plots, he did like Shakespeare. ® in- 
vented none of them. The plots of ail Ins 

ays, but one, could be found in his prose 

ks. The principal influence pon him’ wes 
his life in the Arran Islands, where he found 
a civilisation that was rapidly dying out, and 
which he used with great effect. The lec- 
turer then réferted to Synge’s prose books, and 
said that while in Arran he became. as one of 
the people themselves. In writing those books 
he never adopted the attitude of an explorer 
who was always looking for evidemce of an 
inferior civilisation. His poetry itself was of 
no intrinsic value, but it was -valuable aa a 
key to understanding the author himself. Some 
of the translations done in the dialect were 
very fime, but they would scarcely be recognised, 
because there was a prejudice against that sort 
of translation. He had intended to translate 
“The Imitation of Christ’ into his dialect 
also, and if that had been done it would have 
ranked as 4 classic. It was too carly yet, Mr.
